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The  32d  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Association  was  preached  on  Sabbath 
evening,  April  27th,  in  the  North  Broad  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  by  the 

REV.  JOSEPH  R.  KERR, 

Pastor  of  the  North  United  Presbyterian  Church,  this  city. 

SERMON. 

“And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  the  Sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and  not  man 
for  the  Sabbath.”  Mark  2  :  27. 

Instituted  twenty-four  hours  after  his  creation,  it  was  thus  early  in  his  career 
given  to  him  as  an  enriching  addition  to  all  his  interests.  It  could  not  have 
been  intended  as  a  task  or  drudgery,  for  certainly  in  that  pure,  happy  and 
harmonious  beginning,  God  would  not  be  the  one  to  introduce  a  jar  or  even  a 
vibration  of  discord,  pronouncing  at  the  same  time  “  all  very  good.” 

The  fact,  then,  that  we  find  it  before  the  fall,  as  well  as  afterwards  in  the 
utterances  of  Sinai,  and  the  yet  later  obedience  and  testimony  of  Jesus  himself, 
should  assure  us  of  its  original  and  immutable  benevolence  and  beneficence. 
Yet,  this  assurance  has  by  no  means  been  generally  enjoyed  or  improved,  and 
it  is  to  a  misconception  both  of  its  design  and  character  that  we  are  indebted 
for  our  very  prepossessing  text. 

These  sanctimonious  critics  thought  there  was  more  religion  in  an  empty 
stomach  than  an  empty  corn-husk  ;  that  God  was  to  be  glorified  by  stifling  the 
cries  of  suffering  nature,  and  an  external  conformity  to  their  rigidly  literal 
decalogue,  and  that  any  one  who  attempted  to  disturb  its  majestic  repose,  as 
they  stood  proudly  around  it  in  their  clouds  of  incense,  deserved  either  the 
brand  or  death.  With  what  inimitable  dignity  and  courage  does  Jesus  cast  his 
ample  shield  over  the  divine  code,  and  answer  their  charge  of  Sabbath  desecra¬ 
tion,  by  magnifying  the  law  of  the  day,  making  it  far  more  honorable  and 
consonant  with  the  relations  of  Creator  and  creature,  explaining  that  it  was 
not  to  be  construed  in  any  other  way,  light  or  intention  than  as  a  great  comfort 
and  an  unspeakable  advantage  to  physical,  mental  and  moral  life — “for  man,” 
not  against  him.  But  how  the  pendulum  swings  off  to  the  other  side,  and  how 
much  do  we  need  Jesus  in  this  enlightened  hour,  to  speak  to  those  who  are 
claiming  an  entire  proprietorship  in  the  consecrated  time,  and  supporting  the 
fancied  right  by  the  veritable  words,  “  the  Sabbath  was  made  for  man,”  thereby 
counting  themselves  licensed  to  indulge  in  all  kinds  of  pleasure  and  dissipation 
during  its  hours ! 

Some  of  these  people  send  to  Paris  for  their  gloves  and  bonnets,  depend 
largely  upon  the  purple  vine-yards  of  the  .Rhine  for  their  spiritual  comforts, 
fill  their  drawing-rooms  with  marble  and  canvas,  made  almost  living  under  an 
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Italian  sky,  and  along  with  such  things  are  very  active  in  importing  to  these 
Puritan  shores  the  giddy,  wanton,  revelling  Sabbath  of  the  Continent.  Of 
course,  the  lower  classes  follow  such  fashionable  and  foreign  example ;  an 
example  not  only  contagious  in  itself,  but  made  especially  so  by  that  carnality 
of  mind,  which  ever  since  the  apostacy,  has  been  enmity  to  the  Divine  law, 
and  an  inclination  in  man  to  the  bad  instead  of  the  good.  In  addition  to  the 
united  power  of  this  example  and  inclination,  is  the  demand  in  some  quarters 
for  sumptuous  dinners,  which  have  to  be  prepared,  polished  equipages,  which 
have  to  be  driven,  bewildering  toilets,  which  have  to  be  patiently  arranged, 
railway-trains,  which  have  to  be  tended  and  run,  and  newspapers,  which  have 
to  be  on  the  Monday  morning  breakfast  table,  as  fresh  and  punctual  as  the 
chocolate.  These  demands  encroach  very  much  on  sacred  time,  and  involve 
many  persons  in  its  abuse,  and  who  is  responsible  ?  Echo  does  not  answer. 
Axminster  is  noiseless. 

In  the  wide  margin  of  this  growing  multitude,  are  to  be  found  those  who 
have  had  no  religious  training,  who  have  never  known  in  any  sense  what  good 
is,  who  are  growing  up,  or  have  already  matured,  under  the  most  hardening 
and  secularizing  of  influences;  to  whom  (lod  is  not  present  even  in  a  thought, 
religion  is  only  a  lava-bed,  the  church  a  dry,  dusty  cavern,  with  no  water 
running  through  it,  and  life  itself  an  Ishmael.  And  thus  from  rich  to  poor, 
cultivated  to  the  ignorant,  the  influential  to  the  obscure,  in  and  by  all,  a  power 
is  being  steadily  exerted  upon  our  vast  national  system,  which  even  Christ¬ 
ianity  hourly  fails  to  properly  realize  as  most  dangerous  and  destructive  to  our 
institutions  and  interests.  The  elements  of  Christian  liberty,  expediency  and 
charity  are  vitally  involved,  and  thus  the  foundations  of  our  manhood,  as  well 
as  our  prosperity,  are  being  gradually  loosened  and  shifted — and  this  means 
ultimate  ruin;  ruin  deep  and  dripping  as  Sodom  and  Gormorrah’s;  ruin  dusty 
and  confused  as  proud  Pompeii’s  ;  ruin  bloody  and  ghastly  as  the  first  French 
revolution;  ruin  ablaze  in  the  lightenings  and  tottering  in  the  thunders  of  a 
vengeance  which  has  exclaimed  “  The  nation  and  kingdom  that  will  not  serve 
thee  shall  perish;  yea,  those  nations  shall  be  utterly  wasted.-” 

If  then,  heartless  austerities  are  not  what  we  should  have,  or  mere  stated 
sacrifices,  flinging  their  smoke  against  the  full  face  of  the  soul ;  if  we  entirely 
sympathize  with  Jesus  when  he  smites  with  the  sword  of  his  mouth  a  bigotry 
that  bears  little  or  no  relation  to  the  spiritual  department  of  our  nature  ;  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  if  we  believe  that  sensualism,  either  refined  or  rude,  is  no 
friend  to  the  best  civilization ;  that  enamouring  gaities,  conscienceless  labors, 
or  idle  indifference  do  not  and  never  can  constitute  that  righteousness  which 
exalts,  surely  there  must  be  a  middle  ground,  a  golden  mean  where  the  taste 
and  accomplishment  of  a  finished  cultivation  may  hold  blessed  communion 
with  an  humble,  earnest,  simple  hearted  piety,  and  society  in  its  higher  and 
lower  orders  instead  of  feeding  remorselessly  upon  its'  own  vitals,  may  start 
forth  spontaneously  and  in  the  full  control  of  all  her  resources  into  a  destiny 
which  death  cannot  terminate,  and  eternity  alone  perfectly  reveal. 

I  plead  to-night  for  that  splendid  consummation,  under  the  conviction  that 
the  Christian  Sabbath  in  its  divine  intention  and  actual  efficiency  is  one  mighty 
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power  for  its  accomplishment.  I  believe  that  it  is  largely  for  this  purpose  that 
God  has  placed  it  on  the  throne  of  the  week,  and  summoned  men  to  kneel  in 
its  presence  and  kiss  its  golden  measuring  rod,  and  that  Jesus  refers  to  it  in 
this  debate  with  the  Pharisees.  As  all  the  institutions  of  Heaven  are  designed 
to  subserve  and  actually  do,  two  great  objects — the  glory  of  God  and  the  welfare 
of  men,  so  this  sacred  day,  dignified  bv  its  spotless  antiquity,  honored  hv  the 
example  and  benediction  of  its  founder,  touches,  like  the  dream-ladder,  sky 
and  earth,  an  angelic  avenue  with  God  at  the  top,  and  poor,  tired,  discouraged 
man  at  ihe  base,  and  hence  before  we  disturb  the  sleeper,  let  us  run  the  eye  up 
the  beautiful  stairs  to  Him  who  never  slumbers  nor  sleeps,  and  as  our  Sovereign 
and  Supreme  projsnitor  has  a  perfect  right  to  prescribe  our  duties  and  reserve 
our  service  according  to  his  own  good  pleasure. 

1.  As  a  monument  of  the  creation,  it  contributes  very  much  to  the  divine 
glory.  Indeed,  this  was  one  great  object  of  its  original  institution.  Returning 
weekly  as  a  messenger  from  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  it  points  us  to  the  hills  which 
gird  heaven  on  the  North,  South,  East  and  West;  the  dale  and  lawn  skirting 
the  pellucid  stream  ;  the  flowers  on  the  green  mead  and  the  fertile  grain  ;  the 
leviathan  lashing  the  sea  with  a  furious  strength,  and  the  humming  bird  flut¬ 
tering  out  its  wings  from  a  breast  of  fire  ;  humanity  wonderfully  diversified  in 
itself  and  in  its  branches,  all  standing  out  as  distinct  figures,  are  a  pictured 
screen  behind  which  God  and  eternity  are  hidden. 

It  bids  us  remember  that  all  these  works  are  those  of  God.  By  Him  were 
the  materials  of  creation  called  into  existence  ;  by  Him  were  they  moulded  into 
the  various  forms  which  encompass  us  ;  the  arrangement  and  establishment  of 
the  different  parts  of  inanimate  nature,  the  diversified  orders  of  sentient  being 
and  their  adaptation  to  respective  spheres  and  the  means  of  their  support, 
defence  and  comfort,  all  were  made  by  Him,  and  “  without  him  was  not  any¬ 
thing  made  that  was  made.” 

The  Sabbath  commands  us  to  make  this  review  and  cherish  this  considera¬ 
tion,  and  to  mingle  with  the  vast  throng  of  praise-givers  in  heaven  and  in 
earth— in  spiritual  and  material  places,  casting  our  “  Hail  thou  glorious 
Creator”  in  among  the  falling  crowns,  kneeling  forms  and  rapturous  anthem 
of  the  four  and  twenty  elders  when  they  say,  “  Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord,  to 
receive  glory  and  honor  and  power;  for  thou  hast  created  all  things,  and  for 
thy  pleasure  they  are  and  were  created.”  Thus  if  creation  is  a  grand  enough 
thing  to  be  commemorated  out  in  eternity,  isn’t  it  grand  enough  to  be  noted 
and  rejoiced  over  in  time  ?  If  memory  plays  and  sings  at  the  great  white 
throne  about  it,  should  not  we,  over  whom  the  sun,  moon  and  stars  are  shin¬ 
ing,  and  who  are  mining  and  reaping  the  yellow  gold  and  yellow  grain  ? 

God  thinks  so,  and  therefore  consecrates  and  sets  up  a  particular  portion  of 
time,  makes  a  special  day  which  shall  ring  like  a  bell  amid  the  noise  and  clamor 
and  struggle  of  the  secular  week,  summoning  men  to  pause  and  remember 
their  Creator,  richer  than  the  princes  of  the  street,  more  exalted  than  the 
nobles  of  the  state,  more  to  be  admired  and  extolled  than  the  pompous 
dentist  or  the  great  inventor,  as  they  “look  through  nature  up  to  nature’s 
God.”  But  men  have  not  done  this,  and  will  not  even  though  Jehovah 
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re-emphasizes  the  duty  before  a  congregated  Israel  in  the  wilderness  of  Sin,  and 
there  in  the  solemnities  of  Sinai,  and  on  the  tables  of  the  law  assign  this  day’s 
duties  the  largest  and  longest  place,  and,  among  all  the  precepts  written  there, 
gives  it  alone  a  special  prefix — like  a  printer’s  index — “.Remember,”  as  though 
idolatry  and  blasphemy  and  theft  and  adultery  and  murder  itself  were  minor 
grades  of  sin,  that  of  Sabbath  desecration  being  very  aggravated  in  the  divine 
sight,  and  yet  you  who  wouldn’t  kiss  an  idol,  utter  an  oath,  steal  a  pin,  or 
practice  lewdness,  will  abuse  and  violate  not  only  the  divine  injunction,  but 
also  the  day  itself  You  are  certainly  very  couragous  and  consistent — I  have 
known  bravadoes  to  die  in  cowardice  and  despair  ! 

2.  But  the  Sabbath  does  more  than  bring  into  view  the  perfection  and  claims 
of  God  as  the  Creator  of  the  Universe.  Having  been  changed  from  the  seventh 
to  the  first  day  of  the  week  by  the  ordination  and  example  of  Jesus  Christ,  who 
asserts  his  prerogative  in  the  very  language  of  the  text,  “The  Son  of  man  is 
Lord  also  of  the  Sabbath  day — it  now  commemorates  redemption,  a  work 
ineffably  more  difficult  and  glorious  than  even  the  Creation.  Not  that  it  has 
ceased  to  be  a  monument  of  the  latter,  but  while  still  answering  the  end  of  its 
original  institution,  it  is  made  at  the  same  time  to  serve  the  super-added 
purpose  of  reminding  us  of  our  deliverance  from  sin  and  wrath  by  Jesus  Christ. 

To  be  sure,  the  day  has  been  changed,  but  whose  are  the  sovereign  rights  of 
Deity,  but  duty’s  itself?  And  lest  men  might  be  surprised  when  the  change 
would  come,  preintimations  are  graciously  given  in  the  time  of  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  circumcision,  and  when  the  sheaf  of  first  fruits  should  be  waved  before 
the  Lord  ;  the  Aaronic  consecrations  and  the  hallowing  of  the  Temple  itself — 
all  on  the  eighth  day — and  all  of  which  things  were  antityped  by  Christ,  as  is 
shown  in  the  fact  of  their  abolition  when  upon  the  eighth  day,  or  first  day  of 
the  week  He  bursts  the  grave-clothes,  leaps  from  between  the  two  angels,  and 
completes  human  redemption.  Shall  the  one  creation  have  a  memorial  and 
the  other  none?  Is  it  of  more  consequence  to  lay  deeply  and  firmly  a  rock  and 
lift  up  a  star,  than  to  save  a  soul  from  death  and  break  the  power  and  lie  of 
the  Devil?  Is  a  flower  sweeter  than  a  smile,  or  a  passing  cloud  richer  than  a 
pardon  ?  Isn’t  blood  more  valuable  than  strength,  and  love  dying  for  its  object 
more  impressive  than  love  caressing  it?  Well  then  do  we  hail  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  Ezekiel’s  vision  “And  when  these  days  are  expired  it  shall  be  that  upon 
the  eighth  day  and  so  forward,  the  priest  shall  make  your  burnt  offerings  upon 
the  altar  and  your  peace  offerings;  and  I  will  accept  you,  saith  the  Lord.” 
We  have  outgrown  the  political  and  ceremonial.  Eden  is  surpassed  by  Cal¬ 
vary.  The  matin  of  morning  star  is  drowned  by  the  vesper — choir  of  angels 
and  the  Sabbath  is  brought  forward  as  something  that  cannot,  must  not  be  left 
behind,  still  to  tower  in  its  moral  strength  and  beauty  only  in  a  richer  and 
more  splendid  endowment  of  significance  and  might.  It  remains,  therefore, 
in  its  increased  excellence  to  carry  back  human  thought  to  the  astonishing 
exhibition  of  the  Incarnation ;  to  testify  of  the  wealth  of  Jehovah’s  love,  the 
tenderness  of  His  mercy,  the  depth  of  His  wisdom,  the  strength  of  His  power, 
the  inflexibility  of  His  justice,  the  immaculateness  of  His  purity,  the  inviola¬ 
bility  of  His  truth,  as  all  these  attributes  were  displayed  by  the  vicarious 
sufferings  of  the  Redeemer.  Its  commemorations  are  weekly,  and  thus  are 
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preserved  fresh  in  human  recollection  the  most  illustrious  manifestations  ever 
given  of  the  divine;  glories.  How  many  or  how  few  have  sufficient  purity 
of  heart  and  temperance  of  habit  to  welcome  with  gratitude  and  affectionate 
loyalty  such  a  witness  and  such  a  testimony?  Birth-days,  wedding-days,  days 
of  victory  and  great  achievement,  we  cut  flowers  for  and  hire  hands  and  spread 
festal  boards,  and,  as  if  it  was  a  matter  of  little  or  no  consequence  whether 
Jesus  died  or  not,  whether  Heaven  is  pacified  or  not,  whether  you  have  an 
immortal  soul  or  not,  whether  there  is  a  God  or  not,  gunning  parties,  excur¬ 
sions,  visits,  drives,  and,  in  some  instances,  business  pursuits  are  indulged  in 
with  an  abandon  which  must  be  very  affronting  to  God,  seeing  that  it  is  not 
only  rebellion  against  His  government  and  order,  disgraceful  treatment  of  His 
compassion  and  mercy,  but  also  direct  dishonor  to  Christ  himself,  for,  unlike 
the  Jews  of  old,  who  cast  their  garments  into  the  dust  that  He  might  pass  over 
them,  these  people  pull  Him  off  the  colt,  mount  in  His  place,  and  command 
that  His  seamless  robe  be  the  carpet  of  their  triumph  !  It  is  not  dullness  and 
prosaicness  which  Heaven  wants  for  this  day,  just  as  those  Jews,  men, 
women  and  children  were  not  long-faced  and  dumb,  as  you  hear  their 
voices,  and  see  the  light  of  joy  and  enthusiasm  which  brightens  the  eye, 
reddens  the  cheek,  and  whirls  the  palm  branch  in  hearty  hosanna,  so  are  we  to 
rejoice  in  the  living  presence  of  our  King — our  Easter  Sabbath  should  be  all 
the  year  round,  our  gladness  clap  its  hands  before  Messiah,  and  the  exaltation 
of  our  spirits  be  to  Him  who  hath  brought  salvation. 

3.  This  day  contributes  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God  by  furnishing  the 
means,  opportunities,  motives,  and  assistance  requisite  to  the  successful  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  holiness,  and  on  it,  above  all  other  days,  sinners  are  instructed, 
convinced,  converted,  sanctified,  and  prepared  for  the  intelligent  and  willing 
service  of  their  Maker.  That  He  is  honored  by  their  love,  faith,  and  obedience 
in  this  life  cannot  be  doubted,  and  much  more  unquestionable  is  it  that  He  is 
and  will  yet  more  and  more  be  glorified  by  the  saints  in  Heaven.  Day  and 
night,  without  interruption,  without  end  and  without  weariness  will  they  be 
employed  in  the  performance  of  His  pleasure,  and  the  celebration  of  His  praise; 
while  in  themselves  they  will  be  so  many  living,  striking,  and  everlasting 
monuments  of  the  splendid  perfections  of  His  nature  as  displayed  in  their 
salvation.  This  institution  then  which  leads  so  many  to  the  love  and  faithful¬ 
ness  of  the  covenant,  which  calls  on  men  everywhere  to  bow  down  at  its  altar 
and  worship  the  most  High ,  which  assists  them  to  grow  in  grace  and  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  both  in  its  present  and  future  references,  subserves 
the  highest  of  all  ends — the  glorification  of  God.  How,  a  glass  of  champagne 
at  the  club  may  be  a  very  pleasant  thing,  but  it  does  not  glorify  God,  and  if 
you  indulge  too  freely  it  does  not  glorify  you  ;  a  ride  behind  a  fast  horse  is  a 
very  exhiliarating  exercise,  but  I  have  never  known  it  to  spiritualize  the 
thoughts  and  lift  the  soul  k>  adoration  of  the  Supreme  ;  the  reading  of  a  novel, 
the  practicing  of  secular  music,  the  idle  gossip  of  a  drawing-room,  are  not 
generally  and  in  most  cases  means  of  grace  and  growth  into  the  likeness  of  the 
Sinless-One — and  yet,  somehow  or  other,  all  these  things  are  preferred  and 
crowded  in  upon  time  and  opportunity,  which  may  be  of  priceless  value  when 
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it  is  forever  too  late,  as  if  Heaven  might  get  something  which  did  not  belong 
to  it,  or  Earth  be  shorn  of  that  which  is  her  birthright.  Perhaps  this  arises 
out  of  the  fact  that  men  place  entirely  too  low  an  estimate  upon  their  nature, 
capacity,  and  responsibility.  I  am  loth  to  ascribe  it  all  to  selfishness,  for  more 
than  one  man  has  said  out  of  his  heart — “  I  cannot  be  of  any  service  to  God, 
and  He  does  not  need  me,”  and  he  who  says  that  is  half  right  and  half  wrong, 
God  does  not  “  need”  him,  but  He  wants  him  in  a  service  of  things  pure,  lovely, 
and  of  good  report.  He  condescends  to  ask  from  him  a  revenue  of  obedience, 
which  shall  shine  like  sunrays  out  upon  men,  and  make  the  very  heaven  of 
heavens  brighter  for  its  added  glory,  and  the  poorest  man  who  lives  in  a  garret 
and  the  richest  man  who  dwells  in  a  palace,  are  inexcusable  if  they  fail  to  give 
unto  the  Lord  this  glory  which  is  due,  and  their  criminality  is  increased  when 
they  dare  to  divert  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  His  day  by  a  secularism  uncalled 
for,  unbecoming,  in  the  end  unprofitable,  and  in  all  things  degrading  and 
exhausting ! 

0  !  blessed  day,  when  men  may  walk  about  Zion,  mark  her  bulwarks,  and 
survey  the  glory  of  the  Outer  Temple  ;  sweet  foretaste  of  the  grand  ulterior  and 
eternal  state  in  which  we  all  hope  to  dwell,  filled  with  perfection  ;  the  antidote 
of  weariness,  the  suspension  of  the  curse,  the  prophecy  of  resurrection,  the  still 
small  voice  of  the  great  God,  would  that  men  knew  thee  as  thou  art,  as  Jesus 
knows  thee  and  commends  thee,  then  even  selfishness  and  ambition  would 
kneel  at  thy  chancel  and  press  to  thy  communion,  thy  songs  would  be  those  of 
a  multitude,  thy  prayers  the  incense  of  a  world  ! 

II.  You  have  been  waiting  for  me  to  affirm  the  text.  I  have  been  affirming 
it  all  the  while.  You  have  been  wondering  when  I  would  come  down  the 
golden  stairs  and  speak  to  the  drowsy  man  at  the  base.  I  have  spoken  to  him 
already.  Jacob’s  vision  was  full  of  God.  God  in  connection  with  his  yet 
untried  future,  God  in  covenant  and  strengthening  relations  with  his  lonely 
and  discouraging  present.  Out  of  this  conception  the  annointed  pillar  rose, 
and  in  such  a  gracious  baptism  was  it  christened  “  Beth-el.”  And  this  is  just 
what  I  have  been  trying  to  bring  into  your  mind  and  heart.  When  Jesus 
says,  “  The  Sabbath  was  made  for  man,’’  I  instantly  ask  myself  what  is  man 
utterly  apart  from  God?  A  severed  leaf,  withering,  dying;  a  loaded  bundle 
of  clothes  ;  a  handful  of  brown  dust — for  God  is  a  man’s  life!  But  what  is  he 
only  apart  from  any  active,  personal,  and  congenial  connection  with  God?  An 
idolator,  a  sensualist,  a  perfumed  fop,  or  a  strutting  egotism,  sinking  finally 
into  a  hopeless  grave  Now,  I  want  to  know  what  man  is,  when  bound  to  God  in 
faith,  hope,  and  love,  in  full,  vital  communication  with  Him  as  the  Fountain  of 
all  excellence  and  the  source  of  all  power  ;  but  the  human  mind  cannot  conceive, 
neither  can  the  tongue  tell,  nor  the  eye  see  all  that  such  a  man  is  and  may  yet  be. 
We  can  measure  the  Angel,  because  it  bas  never  been  taken  into  the  Divine  nature, 
and,  as  it  flies  through  the  midst  of  heaven  or  hovers  over  the  scenes  of  earth,  we 
can  estimate  its  glory  and  greatness- — but  man,  of  whom  it  is  said  that  he  shall  be 
like  his  Christ,  and  be  a  partaker  of  the  very  holiness  of  the  Infinite,  escapes  from 
our  most  eager  pursuit  into  the  radiant  loving  vastness  of  the  uncreated  Being, 
where  he  developes,  perfects,  and  abides.  What  should  be  his  Sabbath  there? 
A  mere  toy,  a  plaything,  a  cheating  tinselled  holiday  ?  That  were  gross  insult  to 
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such  a  being — a  Sodom  apple,  whose  ashes  only  choke  and  mock !  It  should  be 
a  day  blessed  by  Jehovah,  and  distinguished  from  all  others  by  the  special  com¬ 
munications  of  His  Grace  ;  a  day  particularly  devoted  to  religious  exercises, 
freighted  and  filled  with  matters  suited  to  guilty  and  immortal  beings  ;  a  day  so 
indispensable  that  without  it  the  cultivation  of  saving  knowledge  and  virtue 
would  be  neglected,  and  the  masses  of  the  people  would  live,  die,  and  perish 
forever  in  ignorance  and  vice.  For  just  here  it  must  be  sadly  confessed,  that 
men,  even  in  actual,  gracious  relationship  with  God — much  more  those  who  are 
yet  to  be  brought  into  that  connection  as  a  pre-requisite  to  saintship — need  just 
this  kind  of  an  institution  to  restrain,  direct,  influence,  give  opportunity  and  force 
to  their  inclinations  and  principles.  Not  called  by  the  authority  of  Heaven  nor 
the  example  of  the  righteous,  nor  even  a  regard  for  public  opinion,  to  turn  aside 
at  stated  periods  from  toils  and  amusements,  and  worship  the  Most  High — 
mankind  would  go  on  day  after  day  in  their  usual  course  of  labor  and  enjoyment, 
with  minds  entirely  secularized  and  spiritual  interests  wholly  neglected.  It  is 
utterly  fallacious  to  assert  that  all  the  benefits  which  a  religious  Sabbath  is 
supposed  to  yield  might  be  attained  and  enjoyed  by  means  more  informal  and 
congenial  with  the  public  constitution,  for  if  it  be  true,  “  That  which  can  be  done 
at  any  time  is  never  done,”  then  certainly  no  guarantee  could  be  furnished 
against  confusion  of  the  secular  and  the  spiritual,  nay,  worse  than  that,  the  very 
complete  triumph  of  the  temporal  over  the  eternal  would  attest  the  power  of  a 
strong  constitutional  bias,  which,  if  too  polite  to  do  anything  rude,  graciously 
says  with  Felix,  “When  I  have  a  more  convenient  season  I  will  call  for  thee.” 
Society  then  would  most  assuredly  ever  be  behindhand,  its  intentions  might  be 
very  good,  but  it  would  always  seem  difficult  to  accomplish  them.  And  if  it  finds 
it  so  hard  now —when  God  has  softened  the  speed,  quieted  the  hum,  unlocked 
the  altar,  and  charged  everything  with  an  invitation  to  draw  near  to  Him,  would 
it  be  any  easier  amid  the  whirl  and  crush  and  bustling  urgencies  of  unceasing 
toil  and  pleasure  to  perform  spiritual  obeisance,  enjoy  divine  intercourse,  and 
prepare  for  eternity  ?  Do  you  not  begin  to  see  the  wisdom,  power,  and  bearing 
of  these  words  of  Jesus,  when  he  says,  “  The  Sabbath  was  made  for  man?”  It 
is  divinely  intended  to  suit  him,  and  to  do  him  good  and  not  evil  in  the  whole 
economy  of  his  life  ;  because  his  highest  welfare  and  greatest  glory  demand  it, 
God  has  been  so  careful  to  insist  that  he  should  “  Remember  and  keep  it  holy.” 
It  is  not  an  arbitrary  thing — mind  that.  It  is  not  jealousy  or  selfishness.  It  is 
love — intelligent,  earnest,  divine  stepping  in  amid  your  thronging  cares,  trials, 
and  interests,  throwing  upon  them  and  you  the  light  of  a  higher  life,  with  the 
comfort  and  blessing  of  Him  who  would  lead  you  at  last  to  the  contemplations 
and  doings  of  the  redeemed  on  high. 

2.  This  sacred  day  of  rest,  taken  in  connection  with  its  various  duties  and 
privileges,  subserves  the  highest  welfare  not  only  of  individuals  but  also  of 
communities.  The  latter  truth  is  clearly  deducible  from  the  former,  for  commu¬ 
nities  are  made  up  of  individuals  Can  that  society  be  ignorant,  immoral,  and 
wretched,  whose  individual  members  are  intelligent,  virtuous,  and  happy?  or 
conversely,  can  tha,t  association  be  wise,  prosperous,  and  honorable,  whose  mem¬ 
bers  are  foolish,  profligate,  and  debased?  Hence  when  the  Sabbath  christianizes 
individual  life,  it  does  a  special  work  in  the  family,  and  beautifies  the  spot  where 
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mutual  acquaintance,  affection,  and  sympathy  are  cultivated  and  established.  The 
office  door  is  unopened,  the  warehouse  shutters  are  not  taken  down,  the  mill 
wheels  are  still ;  and  as  its  morning  light  falls  brightly  through  the  curtained 
window,  the  whole  household  rises  in  welcome  to  the  only  real  home-day  of  the 
week.  Sewing,  studying,  and  laboring  with  head  and  hand  are  all  put  aside, 
while  love  to  God  and  to  one  another  purities  the  atmosphere,  calms  the  feelings; 
drops  of  sweetness  fall  where  bitterness  and  loneliness  have  been;  invisible  yet 
felt  radiance  penetrates  where  perhaps  darkness  has  been  cold  and  dense  ;  near¬ 
ness  to  God  and  to  one  another  is  experienced,  and  bonds  are  hallowed  and 
strengthened  which  do  much  not  only  to  compact  life  and  make  it  solid,  but  also 
to  gild  it  and  make  it  precious.  Who  can  tell  how  much  of  the  vice  and  dissipa¬ 
tion  now  disturbing,  disgracing,  and  weakening  society  may  not  be  traced  to 
firesides  where  this  sacred  day  has  been  outrage#  or  ignored  ? 

Now,  Jehovah  did  not  drop  it  as  poison  into  this  fountain-head ;  it  is 
part  of  the  river  that  makes  gladness — not  constraint  or  wearisome  primness; 
“  delight”  is  its  burden  and  song,  and  when  the  individual  members  of  a  house¬ 
hold  so  regard  and  receive  it  as  they  come  together,  it  is  as  when  fragrant  and 
beautiful  flowers  are  placed  against  each  others  faces,  or  as  mirrors  arranged 
skilfully  side  by  side,  reflecting  in  every  direction  the  one  lovely  image,  or  as 
musical  keys  pouring  forth  a  round,  pure  melody — the  true  “  Home,  sweet  home.’’ 
And  it  is  easy  to  see  how  this  will  conduce  to  the  prosperity  of  the  church  The 
family  was  its  early  home,  and  from  this  even  yet  it  is  fed  and  cheered.  If  you 
can  get  the  Sabbath  day  appreciated  at  the  hearthstone,  you  will  find  it  zealously 
improved  at  the  temple.  Such  an  appreciation  at  the  former  place  will  not  be 
seclusive  and  selfish,  it  will  not  do  as  some  people  who  build  thick  and  high  walls 
around  their  gardens  for  fear  some  poor  one  will  see  and  enjoy  their  floral  or 
fruitful  treasures — it  will  bless  the  whole  neighborhood.  I  have  actually  seen 
this  and  felt  it,  too,  and  it  will  then  press  up  to  God’s  altar,  even  to  God,  its 
chiefest  joy,  and  revel  in  the  beauty  of  Zion’s  courts,  and  praise  the  amiability 
of  the  divine  tabernacles.  Essentially  social,  it  will  prize  “the  great  congrega¬ 
tion,”  and  leap  forward  with  the  multitude  to  keep  the  holy  day,  and  thus  will 
the  church  be  strengthened,  enlarged,  and  blessed,  for  “they  that  wait  upon  the 
Lord  shall  mount  up  on  wings  as  eagles,  they  shall  run  and  not  grow  weary,  they 
shall  walk  and  not  faint!”  When  all  this  is  secured,  then  just  so  much  ground 
is  gained  against  the  disposition  and  opportunity  for  the  commission  of  crime  and 
indulgence  of  sin  out  in  the  street.  To  say  nothing  of  those  external  decencies 
of  appearance  and  manner,  those  habits  of  cleanliness,  tidiness,  order,  and 
urbanity  which  the  Sabbath  cultivates,  and  in  which  the  happiness  of  society  is 
so  deeply  involved  ;  it  also  promotes,  other  things  being  equal,  even  worldly 
advantages.  Worldly  mindedness  is  generally  blind  to  this,  but  God,  who  made 
man  and  knows  what  is  in  him,  has  acted  with  a  most  benevolent  and  wise  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  constitution  of  our  nature  in  the  matter  of  this  appointment. 

Men  cannot  long  endure  uninterrupted  labor  without  injury.  They  may  toil 
incessantly  during  a  few  weeks  without  suffering  much  diminution  of  vigor,  but 
any  great  protraction  of  unremitting  toil  will  enfeble  and  break  down  their 
strength  ;  their  over-wrought  energies  must  eventually  give  way  ;  their  capabili¬ 
ties  of  exertion  will  undergo  a  gradual  and  continued  reduction,  until  they  find 
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themselves  unable  to  do  as  much  in  seven  days  as  they  were  formerly  accustomed 
to  do  in  six,  and  thus,  while  laboring  without  intermission,  and  wearing  out  their 
strength,  and  bringing  upon  themselves  infirmity,  disease,  and  wretchedness, 
they  are  at  the  same  time  reducing  the  actual  products  of  their  industry,  and 
thus  hindering  the  prosperity  of  the  commonwealth.  Thus  a  financial  as  well  as 
sanitary  aspect  is  put  upon  this  question ;  the  interests  of  the  state  claim  to  be 
taken  into  consideration  along  with  the  interest  of  the  citizen,  and  the  quality  as 
well  as  quantity  of  the  labor  adds  a  fresh  demand  for  caution  and  prudence. 

I  know  the  resort  of  the  overtasked,  and  that  the  whole  world  is  groaning 
under  the  delays,  interruptions,  waste,  and  injury  caused  by  stimulation,  and 
habits  of  intemperance,  and  1  believe  that  this  horrid  vice  is  reeling  against  our 
doors  and  lapping  with  its  thickened  tongue  our  very  hearts  blood,  because  men 
are  tired,  worn  out,  over-burdened,  and  they  would  rally  their  wasted  energies. 
Hence  I  believe  the  true  gospel  of  the  Sabbath  is  not  only  a  protest  against  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors,  but.  one  of  the  best  substitutes  which  can  be  offered  in  their  place 
— Sabbatism  for  Alcoholism,  God’s  way  for  the  devil’s! 

Running  along  through  all  this,  and  far  more  than  I  have  now  time  to  sketch 
is  the  hint  of  heaven,  which  is  most  precious  to  any  and  all  who  feel  anxious 
about  what  comes  after  death  and  the  shroud.  “  Made  for  man  !”  to  turn  his 
mind,  heart,  and  foot  to  a  condition  where  “  God  shall  wipe  awa}r  all  tears  from 
his  eyes ;  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither 
shall  there  be  any  more  pain  ;  for  the  former  thiugs  are  passed  away  There 
shall  be  no  more  curse.  There  shall  be  no  night,  there  ;  and  he  will  need  no 
candle,  neither  the  light  of  the  sun;  for  the  Lord  God  giveth  him  light;  and  he 
shall  reign  forever  and  ever !”  Surely  the  day  that,  is  the  type  of  such  a  blessed¬ 
ness,  that  even  on  earth ,  by  its  rest.,  memories,  studies  and  employments  forms  a 
character  and  bestows  a  happiness  of  which  the  eternal  yonder  is  the  splendid 
consummation,  should  not  need  any  pleader  for  human  love  and  thankfulness. 

Do  we  now  appreciate  the  words  of  Jesus,  u  The  Sabbath  was  made  for  man  ?” 
Conducive  and  essential  to  the  Divine  glory,  and  the  highest  interests  of  human 
association  ,  vitally  necessary  t.o  the  successful  operation  of  Christianity,  and 
therefore  to  the  highest,  privileges  and  brightest  prospects,  individual  and  social, 
civil  and  religious,  temporal  and  eternal — it  is  the  Keystone  in  the  arch  of  human 
prosperity.  Strike  that  stone  from  its  place,  and  all  this  magnificent  structure, 
with  its  superincumbent  blessings — and  it  bears  up  the  weightiest  interests  of  the 
world — will  fall  in  ruins  to  the  ground  !  Who  dare  give  the  blow  ?  For  God’s 
sake  and  humanity’s  sake,  let  it  not  be  you  or  me  or  any  whom  we  can  influence. 
Guard  it,  but  not  as  the  Pharisees.  Use  it,  but  not  as  the  Greeks.  Adorn  it, 
but  not  with  vice  and  sin. 

Remember  it  and  keep  it  holy  ! 

As  a  befitting  close  of  this  impressive  service,  the  choir  then  rendered  select¬ 
ions  from  Isaiah  LVI.,  4-7,  specially  arranged  by  Mr.  B.  F.  Crawford,  Organist.

The  Thirty-Second  Anniversary  of  this  Society  was  celebrated  on  Sabbath 
evening,  the  4th  of  May,  1873,  at  the  Beth-Eden  Baptist  Church,  corner  of  Broad 
and  Spruce  Sts.  The  devotional  service,  reading  the  scriptures,  etc.,  were 
conducted  by  the  Pastor  of  the  Church,  Rev.  J.  Wheaton  Smith,  D.  D.,  who  also 
introduced  the  speakers. 

The  annual  report  was  read  by  David  Evans,  Esq.,  Recording  Secretary,'  which 
clearly  recognized  the  precious  fact,  that  this  Society  represents  all  Christian 
denominations,  associated  as  one,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  better  observance 
of  the  Lord’s  day;  also,  showed  the  scope  and  plan  of  operation,  and  the  great 
good  accomplished  during  the  years  of  the  Society’s  existence. 

Eloquent  addresses  were  delivered  by  Hon.  Judge  William  S.  Pierce,  Ex-Gov. 
James  Pollock,  and  Hon.  Geo.  H.  Stuart. 

Judge  Pierce  was  the  first  speaker.  In  his  exhibition  of  the  vital  interests,  the 
great  importance,  the  rich  fruitage  of  the  Sabbath  to  man,  he  truly  magnified  his 
office.  Pertinently,  clearly,  and  pointedly  he  noted  the  Sabbath  controversy, 
exhibiting  both  truth  and  error,  finally  fixing  the  Sabbath  claim,  of  both  Jew  and 
Gentile,  upon  the  sure  base  of  inspired  truth,  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 
He  also  defined  the  duties  of  municipal  officers,  complimenting  the  Mayor  for 
closing  up  gambling-saloons,  yet  showing  clearly  and  forcibly  that  the  same  law 
and  the  same  obligation,  required  that  he  should  close  up  all  places  of  Sunday 
traffic. 

Ex-Gov.  Pollock  was  the  next  speaker.  Having  himself  had  large  experience  as 
a  Judge,  he  endorsed  fully  the  noble  utterances  of  Judge  Pierce,  and,  having 
known  the  Association  from  its  beginning,  he  was  prepared  to  bear  decided  testi¬ 
mony  to  the  many  and  very  important  reforms  it  had  accomplished  during  the 
period  of  its  existence.  Eloquently  he  sairl,  “  It  represented  an  interest,  which 
could  never  perish  or  be  blotted  out.” 

The  Hon.  Geo.  H.  Stuart  made  but  a  brief  speech,  because  of  the  lateness  of  the 
hour,  yet  it  was  full  of  holy-fire,  which  melted  every  heart.  Having  himself  been 
a  member  of  the  Association  at  its  beginning,  and  always  a  member,  he  could  speak 
advisedly  of  its  great  worth  and  importance  in  progressive  Christian  civilization. 
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REPORT. 


Philadelphia,  April  21st,  1873. 

Something  over  a  year  ago  the  Association  aroused  itself  from  the  lethargy  into 
which  it  had  lapsed,  after  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Jeremiah  Miller,  the  former 
Corresponding  Secretary,  and  through  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  has  not 
only  accomplished  a  good  work  in  the  past  twelve  months,  but  has  been  put  in  a 
position  for  much  greater  usefulness  in  the  future. 

The  work  of  the  Association  is  rather  that  of  an  educator  upon  the  great  subject 
of  an  holy  observance  of  the  Lord’s  day  ;  but  the  main  feature  of  the  past  year  has 
been  an  aggressive  movement  against  the  Sabbath  rumseller.  This  work  was  done 
chiefly  through  the  medium  of  the  American  Taxpayers’  Union,  to  whom  was 
furnished  substantial  pecuniary  aid. 

The  good  work  of  redeeming  the  day  goes  on.  The  Christian  communities 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  country  are  being  moved  to  their  very 
centres  upon  this  vital  question.  Decided  advancement  in  the  right  direction  has 
doubtless  been  effected.  Numerous  cheering  instances  might  be  noted,  wherein 
the  working  classes  have  taken  into  consideration  the  needful  means,  for  securing 
to  themselves,  the  benefit  of  a  Sabbath  rest.  The  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive 
Engineers,  in  convention  at  St.  Louis,  in  1872,  passed  resolutions  respecting  the 
Sabbath,  which  look  forward  t.o  an  effort  on  their  part,  to  secure  the  Sabbath 
privileges  to  themselves,  of  course  doing  away,  in  that  event,  with  Sunday  traffic. 
The  official  representatives  of  the  principal  religious  bodies  in  Canada,  have  peti¬ 
tioned  the  directors  of  the  railways,  to  take  steps  to  abolish  the  present  system  of 
Sabbath  traffic  on  their  roads,  which  deprives  their  employees  of  Sabbath  rest  and 
worship,  and  deadens  the  moral  and  religious  sensibilities  of  all  connected  with 
the  work,  besides  disturbing  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  holy  day.  thus  violating 
both  sacred  and  civil  law,  and  being  injurious  to  the  best  interests  of  the  country 
and  of  religion.  This  Association  will  give  whatever  aid  possible  in  this  direction. 

Your  Board  of  Managers  at  their  meeting  in  January,  secured  the  services  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  B.  B.  Parsons  as  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Association.  From  the 
ripe  judgment,  zeal  and  experience  which  he  brings  to  this  work  of  the  Master, 
we  again  feel  strong  to  do  battle  for  God’s  holy-day.  He  entered  upon  his  duties 
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February  1st.  Through  his  instrumentality,  and  the  liberality  of  a  friend  of  the 
eause,  your  board  was  enabled  soon  after  to  offer  a  prize  of  fifty  ($50)  dollars  to  the 
industrial  classes,  for  a  tract  upon  “The  best  means  of  preventing  Sabbath  desecra¬ 
tion.  The  manuscripts  are  already  being  sent  us,  and  such  as  shall  be  received 
by  May  1st,  will  be  submitted  to  a  competent  committee  for  judgment.  It  is 
designed  to  print  and  circulate  the  one  selected. 

Your  board  has  taken  steps  to  secure  a  numerously  signed  petition  to  his  Honor, 
the  Mayor  of  our  City,  to  close  the  “  Liquor  Saloons,  Cigar  Shops,  Confectionery 
Stores,  and  other  places  of  business  and  traffic  which  are  open  on  the  Sabbath  day 
for  the  exposition  and  sale  of  their  wares.” 

Correspondence  has  been  had  with  friends  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  who 
ask  our  aid  in  the  matter  of  securing  the  discontinuance  of  Sunday  excursion 
trains,  to  and  from  the  sea-side  during  the  summer  season.  Steps  have  been  taken 
to  secure  a  concert  of  action  in  reference  thereto.  From  correspondence  had  with 
the  Post  Master  General,  we  are  assured  that  he  has  done  nothing  nor  will  he  do 
anything,  toward  authorizing  the  Sunday  sea-side  mail. 

Thi’ough  the  influence  of  this  Association  quite  a  number  of  our  merchants  and 
manufacturers,  have  changed  the  pay-day  in  their  establishments  from  Saturday  to 
Monday,  with  very  great  advantage  to  the  workmen.  It  avoids  a  temptation  con¬ 
sequent  upon  the  possession  of  money  and  idle  time.  Reports  received  from  those 
who  have  tried  the  plan,  are  of  such  a  character  as  to  warrant  the  recommendation 
to  a  more  nearly  universal  adoption.  It  is  found  to  produce  more  steady  habits, 
greater  efficiency  among  the  employed,  as  also  more  happiness  in  the  homes  and 
less  of  want  among  the  industrious  poor. 

With  the  first  day  of  May  next,  the  Rev.  VVm.  Hance,  of  Easton,  Penn’ a,  resumes 
his  connection  with  this  Association  as  Missionary  along  the  Delaware  and  Lehigh 
Canals.  From  his  long  experience  in  this  field,  we  have  great  reason  to  be 
encouraged  to  hope  for  large  results  from  his  labors. 

It  is  proper  to  note  here  that  Infidelity,  under  the  garb  of  a  pretended  liberal¬ 
ism,  has  taken  decided  steps  to  organize  its  forces,  for  a  mighty  effort  to  overthrow 
the  institutions  of  Christianity,  as  interwoven  into  our  national  fabric.  Twelve 
demands  are  definitely  made,  printed  and  widely  circulated,  in  connection  with 
the  call  to  “organize.’  This  Association  takes  particular  note  of  the  seventh 
demand,  which  reads  as  follows  :  “  We  demand  that  all  laws  directly  or  indirectly 
enforcing  the  observance  of  Sunday  as  the  Sabbath  shall  be  repealed.”  It  rests 
upon  the  several  Sabbath  Associations,  as  the  conservators  of  this  boon  to  man,  to 
meet  the  bold  demand  of  so  unscrupulous  an  enemy. 

That  we  may  be  the  more  thoroughly  equiped  for  the  work,  it  is  desirable  that 
each  individual  Christian  should  awake  to  his  or  her  responsibility  and  duty. 
Very  much  more  of  our  temporal,  as  well  as  our  spiritual  advancement  is  owing  to 
our  Sabbath  institution  than  the  casual  observer  might  be  willing  to  admit.  Let 
us  beware  of  the  rock  upon  which  other  powerful  nations  have  wrecked  their 
prosperity. 

With  pleasure  we  acknowledge  the  increasing  courtesy  of  both  the  religious  and 
secular  press,  in  extending  to  us  the  use  of  their  columns,  for  the  insertion  of 
notices  and  editorial  matter,  upon  the  object  and  work  of  this  Association.

Before  closing,  we  desire  to  specially  note  the  iuscrutible  providence  ot  God,  in- 
removing  from  our  midst  by  death  one  of  our  Vice  Presidents — the  beloved  John 
A.  Brown,  Esq.  ,  in  a  ripe  old  age.  This  Association  owes  its  origin,  essentially,  to 
his  devotion  to  the  great  cause  of  our  common  Master.  He  was  the  first,  and  for 
many  successive  years,  its  presiding  officer,  and  was  pre-eminently  wise  in  counsel, 
earnest  in  spirit,  and  princely  in  his  benefactions  to  this,  as  all  other  means  for 
the  furtherance  of  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  strengthening  of  his  kingdom  on 
earth.

Report  of  the  Missionary  for  the  Lehigh  Valley,' 

Easton,  Pa.,  March  29th,  1873. 

Rev.  B.  B.  Parsons,  D.  D. 

Dear  Brother : — At  your  request,  I  give  the  following  as  some  account  of  our 
missionary  operations  on  the  Lehigh  and  Delaware  Division  Canals  and  Con¬ 
nections  during  the  past  year,  together  with  additional  facts  bearing  upon  the 
importance  of  the  Sabbath  question. 

At  the  close  of  1869,  for  causes  unnecessary  now  to  state,  I  resigned  my  posi¬ 
tion  as  Missionary  of  the  “Philadelphia  Sabbath  Association,”  after  a  service  of 
twenty-five  years,  hoping,  however,  that  a  more  efficient  laborer  would  be  found 
to  supply  my  place  ;  but,  after  two  years  absence,  on  returning  to  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  1  found  that  the  field  had  been  apparently  entirely  abandoned.  At  the 
earnest  solicitation  of  old  friends,  1  determined,  with  Divine  help,  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  of  our  old  work  among  the  Canal  Boatmen.  In  this  attempt  I  everywhere 
met  with  the  warm  sympathy  and  substantial  encouragement,  from  our  old  friends 
and  patrons,  and  greatful  expressions  from  the  Boatmen  for  our  interest  in  their 
behalf.  Thus  encouraged,  we  continued  on  our  own  responsibility  the  work  from 
the  beginning  of  .June  to  the  close  of  the  season,  preaching  almost  every  Sabbath 
to  congregations  varying  in  size  and  deportment,  at  different  points  along  the 
line,  such  as  Mauch  Chunk,  Philipsburg,  New  Hope  and  Bristol.  The  distribu¬ 
tion  of  Tracts  and  Testaments  have  entered  largely  into  means  employed  in  this 
work,  with  happy  effect.  I  have  distributed  about  30,000  pages  of  Tracts  and 
100  Testaments  during  the  past,  season.  The  Testaments  were  donated  by  the 
American  Bible  Society  of  New  York  and  the  Pennsylvania  Bible  House  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  ;  our  Tracts  were  from  Pennsylvania  Branch  of  American  Tract  Society, 
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from  whom  I  received  $20  worth  one  half  a  grant,,  from  American  Tract  Society 
of  New  York  a  grant  of  $5  in  Tracts,  from  M.  E.  Tract  Society  of  New  York  a 
grant  of  $7  50  in  Tracts,  and  from  the  Friends  of  Philadelphia  $2  in  Tracts,  with 
several  personal  donations  of  same  kind  for  use  among  the  Boatmen.  I  trust 
our  labors  have  not  been  in  vain,  but  I  must  let  the  following  incidents  speak  for 
themselves : 

As  I  was  walking  along  a  street,  of  Easton  on  Monday  morning,  I  met  a  boy, 
who  stopped  me  and  asked  if  I  was  not  the  man  who  preached  to  the  boatmen  on 
the  previous  afternoon,  at  the  Morris  Canal  Basin?  on  my  replying  in  the  affirma- 
ive,  he  remarked,  “  T  was  very  glad  to  hear  you,  sir,  and  I  hope  you  won’t  forget 
us,  but  come  and  preach  to  us  again,”  on  my  asking  if  he  liked  to  hear  preaching, 
he  replied,  “Well,  yes  sir,  I  do,  though  I  don’t  often  get  to  hear  it  on  the  canal, 
but  at,  home  I  always  go  to  church  with  mother.”  God  bless  the  driver  boy  who 
always  goes  with  mother  to  hear  the  preached  word,  when  he  can. 

I  offered  a  boatman  a  tract,  it.  was  received  with  a  hearty  “  Thank  you,  sir,” 

[  ventured  a  hope  that  he  was  trying  to  serve  God  and  get  to  heaven,  “Ah,  sir,  I 
wish  it  was  now  as  it  once  was  with  me.  I  was  formerly  in  the  enjoyment  of 
religion  for  many  years,  but  I  yielded  to  temptation  and  lost  it.”  “Then  you 
are  not  happy,  and  never  can  be  until  you  again  give  your  heart  to  God.”  “I 
know  it,  sir,  but.  oh  how  can  I  get  back  again?”  “  My  dear  friend,  if,  as  you 
say,  you  were  once  in  the  enjoyment  of  peace  with  God,  then  you  know  the  way 
back,  repentance  toward  God  and  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Will  you  try 
it?”  “  I  will ;  but  it  don’t  seem  as  easy  to  do  it  now,  as  it  once  did.” 

I  met.  a  boatman  with  his  wife  to  whom  he  introduced  me,  with  the  remark, 
that  she  was  a  good  Christian  and  a  member  of  church,  and  wished  that  I  could 
make  him  as  good  as  she  was,  “  Oh,  John,  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  cleanseth 
from  all  sin,”  was  her  reply.  “So  you  have  often  told  me,  and  our  missionary 
here  has  told  us  again  and  again,  and  I  believe  I  have  read  it  in  the  Bible,  too, 
but,  some  how  or  other,  I  have  not  felt  it  yet,  hut  some  day  [  hope  that  I  will  get 
my  eyes  or  my  heart  open,  and  then  I'll  get  like  you.”  This  was  said  in  ali 
kindness,  and  must  not  our  prayer  go  up  that  both  his  heart  and  eyes  be  open  to 
comprehend  that  blessed  truth,  “The  blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  his  Son  cleanseth 
from  all  sin.” 

Evidence  of  Divine  favor  is  indicated  in  the  following  incidents  :  In  preaching 
to  the  boatmen,  1  have  generally  had  fair,  and  sometimes  large  audiences.  On 
one  occasion,  I  believe  tve  had  every  boatman  in  port,  present  at  our  services. 
Good  attention  is  generally  given  On  a  Sabbath  morning,  at  Mauch  Chunk, 
meeting  a  driver  boy,  I  gave  him  an  invitation  to  come  to  our  meeting  in  the 
afternoon ;  after  taking  a  survey  of  his  clothing,  which  was  quite  dilapidated,  he 
remarked,  “  I  am  not  fit  to  appear  in  meeting but.  when  I  assured  him  that  it 
required  no  change  of  apparel,  “Then,”  said  he,  with  much  animation,  “I  will 
be  there  ;  I  have  been  taught  to  go  to  church,  aud  I  know  it  will  please  my 
mother.”  He  was  there  in  the  afternoon,  an  attentive  listener. 

On  a  Sabbath  afternoon,  at  Mauch  Chunk,  I  preached  to  a  large  audience  of 
boatmen  on  the  subject  of  the  Sabbath,  in  which  I  alluded  to  a  practice,  too 
prevaleiti.  among  boatmen,  of  scrubbing  up  their  cabins  on  that  day.  At  the  close 
of  the  service  a  couple  of  men  remarked,  that  they  were  glad  that  I  had  touched 
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on  that  subject,  and  hoped  it  would  have  a  good  effect.  Some  time  afterward,  a 
driver  told  me  that  his  captain  used  to  make  him  attend  to  that  kind  of  work,  but 
after  hearing  that  sermon  he  no  longer  required  it. 

On  a  Sabbath  morning,  as  I  was  making  my  visit  with  Tracts  among  the  boats, 
I  met  an  Irishman,  a  Roman  Catholic.  On  my  informing  him  of  my  intention  to 
hold  religious  service  on  board  of  the  boats  in  the  afternoon,  he  remarked,  11  And 
is  it  to  preach  to  us?  well,  then,  come  along,  you  will  find  my  hatches  down  and 
my  boat  all  ready  for  you  ”  I  thanked  him,  and  hoped  he  would  be  present.  “Sure, 
and  I  will,”  said  he,  and  true  to  his  word  he  was  there,  as  attentive,  apparently, 
as  any  of  my  congregation.  He  had,  on  former  occasions,  shown  much  opposition 
to  me. 

I  met  a  little  boy  on  a  Sabbath  morning  who  wished  me  to  visit  his  father’s 
boat,  then  lying  nearly  a  mile  down  the  canal.  ‘Not  having  the  time  then  to  com¬ 
ply,  I  sent  an  invitation  to  his  father  to  come  up  to  meeting  in  the  afternoon. 
At  the  time  designated  both  father  and  son  were  there.  1  had  the  hearty  thanks 
of  that  father  for  sending  him  notice  of  the  meeting 

I  met  a  couple  of  boatmen,  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  who  had  heard 
me  several  times  present  our  cause  before  their  congregation  at  home.  They 
remarked,  that  they  had  never  seen  the  full  importance  of  this  work  until  they 
became  boatmen  themselves,  and  they  would  now  say,  “by  all  means  keep  it 
going." 

I  offered  a  Tract  to  a  young  man ;  he  thanked  me  for  it,  and  remarked,  “  I  am 
one  of  your  Tract  men  now.”  On  my  inquiring  what  he  meant  by  that  expres¬ 
sion,  he  replied,  “Why,  1  love  Jesus  now,  and  know  what  the  Tracts  mean;  I 
used  to  laugh  at  them,  but  it  is  different  now,  and  I  bless  the  Lord  for  it.”  As 
he  said  this,  tears  of  joy  stood  in  his  eyes.  He  further  informed  me  of  his 
conversion  last  winter.  He  seemed,  indeed,  to  be  in  a  happy  frame  of  mind. 

“Can  You  Die  Tranquil?”  Such  was  the  title  of  a  Tract  I  gave  to  a  young 
man  in  the  fall  of  1865  ;  I  met  him  again  in  the  early  part  of  the  past  season  ; 
there  was  a  change  apparent  in  his  appearance  and  conduct.  I  asked  him, 
“  Do  you  love  the  Saviour?”  His  reply  was,  “  I  trust  I  do.”  He  then  told  me 
of  the  Tract  with  the  above  title,  that  I  had  given  him;  that  it  had  been  the  means 
of  his  awakening,  and  that  he  had,  during  the  past  winter,  sought  and  found 
peace  in  Christ. 

I  gave  a  Tract  to  a  boatman,  who,  on  receiving  it,  remarked  that  he  saved  them 
all,  and  had  quite  a  large  number.  I  said  I  hoped  they  would  prove  a  blessing 
to  him;  to  which  he  replied,  “  They  have  already,  for  I  think  I  can  say  they 
havedoeen  the  means  of  leading  me  to  the  Saviour.” 

I  remarked  to  another,  on  handing  him  a  Tract,  that  I  hoped  he  would  think 
about  it  in  reading ;  to  which  he  replied,  “  That  alone  will  do  me  no  good,  I  must 
do  something,  as  well  as  think.”  I  asked,  “Well,  what  must  you  do?”  “1 
must  give  my  heart  to  God.”  “Well,  have  you  done  so,  my  friend?”  “Oh 
there  is  the  rub  of  it,  I  have  not ;  and  I  tell  you  I  feel  bad  enough  about  it.” 

On  a  Sabbath  morning,  at  Easton,  in  giving  a  man  a  Tract,  the  tears  gushed  from 
his 'eyes,  as  he  exclaimed,  “Oh,  sir,  I  am  the  worst  man  in  the  world.”  I 
replied,  “Then  you  are  the  very  man  for  whom  Jesus  died.”  But,  alas,  how 
little  hope  can  we  have  where  rum  holds  its  sway ! 
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On  a  Saturday  evening  T  was  ou  my  way  to  Mauch  Chunk  in' the  rail-road  cars, 
when  a  gentleman  came  to  me  and  addressed  me  as  follows  :  “  I  am  glad  to  meet 
you  again,  my  old  friend,  and  find  you  looking  so  well — but  I  see  you  don’t 
recognize  me ;  T  used  to  be  on  the  canal,  and  you  have  preached  many  a  time  on 
my  boat ;  you  could  not  help  thinking  us  hard  customers — but  I  am  a  changed 
man  now,  and  you  were  tire  means  of  that  change.”  He  then  informed  me  that 
he  was  now  foreman  of  laborers  on  a  section  of  the  rail-road,  and  bad  rough  men 
to  deal  with,  but  he  trusted  he  was  trying  to  serve  the  Lord. 

In  regard  to  Sabbath  observance,  I  am  glad  to  say  that,  as  a  rule,  there  is  no 
running  of  boats  on  the  Lord’s  day;  all  lay  by,  and  most  of  the  boatmen  pay  at 
least  some  outward  respect  in  its  observance,  yet  many  take  the  holy  time  to  do 
their  cleaning,  etc.,  consequently,  it  still  requires  “  Line  upon  Line  and  Precept 
upon  Precept,’’  calling  their  attention  to  this  matter.  I  may  close  this  statement 
by  an  incident  of  the  past;  In  the  winter  of  1849  and  1850  a  heavy  freshet  caused 
much  damage  to  the  canals  of  this  State.  Among  the  structures,  the  fine  bridge 
spanning  the  Susquehanna  at  Puncan’s  Island  was  swept  away.  It  was  late  in 
the  season  before  the  canal  was  repaired  and  boats  running  again,  the  bridge 
not  having  as  yet  been  rebuilt;  It  was  Saturday  night  when  two  boats  arrived 
at  the  Island,  both  owned  and  ran  by  professors  of  religion  and  church  members. 
As  the  river  was  high  and  it  was  too  late  to  cross  that  night,  they  tied  up  side  by 

side.  The  Sabbath  morning  broke  clear  and  beautiful;  Captain  D. -  was 

awakened  early  by  the  scuffling  noise  of  feet  and  voices  on  deck ;  on  going  out  to 
ascertain  the  cause,  he  found  his  neighbor  in  full  preparation  to  cross  the  river, 
notwithstanding  its  being  the  Sabbath  and  lie  a  professor  of  religion  ;  Captain 

D -  expressed  his  surprise,  and  remarked,  “  Why  do  you  run  to-day?”  to 

which  he  replied,  “  I gu  as  fa?-  as  I  can.”  He  made  the  effort,  but,  by  some  mis¬ 
management  between  them  and  the  small  steamer  used  for  towing  them  across  the 
river,  they  were  caught  in  Ihe  rapid  current  and  swiftly  carried  toward  the  dam, 
forming  the  pool  or  backwater.  When  they  awoke  to  tlieir  danger,  it  was  too  late  ; 
they  vainly  struggled  for  a  few  moments,  when  the  steam-boat,  being  of  light 

draft,  plunged  over  and  cleared  the  dam  ;  but  Captain  F - ’s  boat,  being  loaded 

with  coal,  struck  the  ridge  of  the  dam  about,  midship,  broke  in  two  and  became  a 
total  wreck ;  happily  the  captain  and  crew  were  rescued  from  a  watery  grave, 
but  with  sad  reflections  upon  the  daring  remark.  “  I  go  as  far  as  I  can.”

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OONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  AND  OBJECT. 

Sec.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  “  The  Philadelphia  Sabbath  Associa¬ 
tion.” 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  proper 
observance  of  the  Christian  Sabbath. 

ARTICLE  II. 

II  EMBERS. 

All  persons  who  shall  contribute  to  the  funds  of  this  Association,  not  less 
than  One  Dollar  annually,  shall  be  members  so  long  as  they  continue  their  con¬ 
tributions  ;  and  all  persons  who  shall  contribute  not  less  than  Twenty  Dollars 
at  one  time,  shall  be  members  of  the  Association  for  life ;  and  all  persons  who 
shall  contribute  not  less  than  One  Hundred  Dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be 
Directors  of  the  Association  for  life. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MANAGERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of 
Managers,  Twenty-four  in  number,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and  shall  hold  their 
office  until  the  succeeding  annual  meeting,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  President,  three  or  more  Vice  Presi¬ 
dents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  chosen  by  them  as  soon  after  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association 
as  practicable,  and  who  shall,  when  thus  chosen,  be  the  officers  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed,  as  above 
provided.  The  Managers  may  also  appoint  from  time  to  time,  such  other 
officers  and  agents,  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  for  the  prosecution  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  3.  The  Managers  shall  also  appoint  two  standing  committees,  viz. : 
An  Executive  Committee,  and  a  Committee  on  Publication,  to  consist  of  such 
number  of  members  as  they  shall  determine.  They  may  also  appoint  such 
special  committees  as  they  shall  consider  expedient,  from  time  to  time.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  meet  statedly  at  such  time  as  the  managers  shall 
direct;  and  shall,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Managers,  have  charge  of  the 
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devising  and  carrying  into  effect,  all  measure?  for  the  furtherance  of  the  object 
of  this  Association.  The  Committee  on .>  Publication  shall  attend  to  the 
publication  of  all  printed  matter,  and  the  delivery  of  all  sermons  and  public 
addresses  on  the  subject  of  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath,  a.s  thev  shall  ho 
directed  by  the  Managers  or  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec  4.  Tie  Managers  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in 
their  hoard,  and  five  of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans¬ 
action  of  business. 

A  RTICLE  IY. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Mmd  ay  of  April,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  shall  he  appointed  by  the  Managers, 
and  seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business.  The  Managers 
may  also  call  special  meetings  of  the  Association,  whenever  they  shall  consider 
it  necessary.  Notice  of  such  meetings,  annual  and  special,  shall  be  given  bv 
publication  in  one  or  more  daily  newspapers  of  this  city,  for  two  davs  prior 
to  the  meeting.  In  case,  from  any  cause,  the  annual  meeting  should  not  he 
held  at  the  regular  time,  then  it  shall  be  held  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

Sec.  2,  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  statedly  on  the  third  Monday 
of  the  months  of  December,  March,  June  and  September,  and  they  may  be 
convened  specially  at  any  time  on  the  call  of  the  President,  at  the  request  of 
five  of  their  number. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  annual  meeting,  the  Managers  shall  present  a  report  of  all 
their  transactions  during  the  preceding  year. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

FUNDS. 

Sec.  1.  No  funds  shall  he  drawn  from  the  treasury  without  a  previous 
resolution  therefor  passed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  on  an  order  signed 
bv  the  chairman  of  that  committee. 

Sec.  2.  No  contract  shall  be  made,  or  debt  incurred,  by  this  Association, 
or  its  managers,  officers  or  committees,  for  the  payment  of  money,  unless  the 
amount  is  actually  in  the  treasury,  subject  to  draft,  or  guaranteed  to  the 
treasurer  in  writing  by  some  responsible  person  or  persons,  accepted  by  the 
Executive  Committee ;  nor  shall  the  Executive  Committee  authorize  the 
expenditure  of  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  any  one  object,  without  the 
previous  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  report  the  state  of  the  treasury  at  each  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall,  at  the  annual 
meeting,  present  a  full  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  previ¬ 
ous  year,  which  shall  he  duly  audited  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  YI. 

amendments. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  or  special  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

ABTICLE  II. 

Sac.  1.  Two  auditors  shall  be  appointed  at  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  who  shall  examine  the  Treasurer’s  account,  and  present  a 
statement  of  the  same,  signed  by  them,  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in 
M  arch . 

Sec.  2.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  shall  terminate  with  the  last  day 
of  February  in  each  year. 


ABTICLE  III. 

No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  these  By-Laws,  unless  the  same  shall  have 
keen  proposed  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  receive  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  the  next  stated  meeting.

CONFESSION  OF  FAITH. 


THE  SANCTIFICATION  OF  THE  LORD’S  DAY. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  person  to  remember  the  Lord’s  day;  and  to  prepare  for 
it,  before  its  approach.  All  worldly  business  should  be  so  ordered,  and  seasonably 
laid  aside,  as  that  we  may  not  be  hindered  thereby  from  santifying  the  Sabbath,  as 
the  Holy  Scriptures  require. 

The  whole  day  is  to  be  kept  holy  to  the  Lord ;  and  to  be  employed  in  the  public 
and  private  exercises  of  religion.  Therefore,  it  is  requisite,  that  there  be  a  holy 
resting,  all  the  day,  from  unnecessary  labors ;  and  an  abstaining  from  those 
recreations,  which  may  be  lawful  on  other  days  ;  and  also,  as  much  as  possible, 
from  worldly  thoughts  and  conversation. 

Let  the  provisions,  for  the  support  of  the  family  on  that  day,  be  so  ordered, 
that  servants,  or  others,  be  not  improperly  detained  from  the  public  worship  of 
God  ;  nor  hindered  from  sanctifying  the  Sabbath. 

Let  every  person,  and  family,  in  the  morning,  by  secret  and  private  prayer,  for 
themselves  and  others,  especially  for  the  assistance  of  God  to  their  minister,  and  for 
a  blessing  upon  his  ministry,  by  reading  the  Scriptures,  and  by  holy  meditations, 
prepare  for  communion  with  God  in  his  public  ordinances. 

Let  the  people  be  careful  to  assemble  at  the  appointed  time;  that,  being  all 
present  at  the  beginning,  they  may  unite,  with  one  heart,  in  all  the  parts  of  public 
worship  ;  and  let  none  unnecessarily  depart,  till  after  the  blessing  be  pronounced, 

Let  the  time,  after  the  solemn  services  of  the  congregation  in  public  are  over, 
be  spent  in  reading;  meditation;  repeating  of  sermons;  catechising;  religious 
conversation  :  prayer  for  a  blessing  upon  the  public  ordinances  ;  the  singing  of 
psalms,  hymns,  or  spiritual  songs  ;  visiting  the  sick  ;  relieving  the  poor,  and  in 
performing  such  like  duties  of  piety,  charity,  and  mercy.
